It was announced yesterday that 
the Trust Company of Georgia is 
offering $600 a share for controlling 
interest in the Exposition Cotton 
mills. The offer is subject to prompt 
acceptance, 

It is understood that the directors 
of the mills agreed in writing to 
accept $550 a share two weeks ago, 
and consequently the present offer 
is considered generous. 

As the equipment at the Exposi- 
tion mills is 60,000 spindles, and the 
price is $600 per share, it will be 
noted that the price would be equiv- 
alent to $70 a spindle, including 
quick assets, and is believed to be 
the highest price per spindle that 
has ever been offered for a mill of 
this character. ; 

It is understood that the proposi- 
tion has received widespread ap- 
proval and acceptance by the hold- 
ers of the stock, such large hold- 
ers as the following having al- 
ready accepted: Edward H. In- 
man, president and sagged = the

DECLARATION OF WAR 
DID NOT STOP DELAY 


Captain Palmer Tells Sen- 
ate Committee Daniels 
said, Even Then, “We 
Have Too Many Re- 
serves Now” — Palmer 
Gives Credit to Congress. 


Washington, March 25.—Captain 
Leigh C. Palmer, who as chief of 
the bureau of navigation during 
the war was responsible for obtain- 
ing and distributing officers and men 
testified today that a shortage of 
personnel was the American 
“nacy’s initial handicap “in the 
war.” 

Appearing before the senate com- 
mittee investigating Rear Admiral] 
Sims’ chages against the navy de- 
partment, Captain Palmer said Sec- 
retary Daniels was responsible for 
the alleged shortage because of 
his “procrastination” prior to the 
entry of this country into the con- 
flict. 

Mr. Daniels consistently oppose 
the building up of a strong naval 
reserve force before the war, the 
former. navigation chief asserted, 
although naval officers had warn- 
ed the secretary that after war was 
declared it would be too late to ob- 
tain and train the men necessary. 
The secretary, however always 
favored and strongly supported re- 
cruiting for the regular navy and 
after war was declared did every- 
thing possible to stimulate /it, the 
witness said, he added that “this 
however, was very different from 
the policy of Mr. Daniels adopted 
toward the reserve force.” 


Daniels Refused to Look Forward. 

Illustrating what he declared was 
a refusal by Secretary Daniels to 
look forward to the navy’s tre- 
mendous war-time expansion, Cap- 
tain Palmer cited the construction 
of barracks at the Great Lakes 
training station. After Secretary 
Daniels had failed to act on his 
recomriendation, Captain Palmer 
said he ordered the barracks built 
on his own authority, and then told 
congress about it.

A proposition by George D. Case, 
federal drug inspector, that Atlanta 
establish a narcotic clinic, hire a 
physician to dispense drugs to ad- 
dicts and pay the salary of thé 
elinic doctor out of the profits to 
be derived from the sale of mor- 
phine, was turned down by the 
finance committee of Atlanta’s city 
council Thursday afterroon. 

In his. statement before the 
finance committee Dr. Case said the 
establishment of a narcotic climic in 
Atlanta’s city hall would centralize 
the distribution of dope, aid the fed- 
eral authorities in their effort to 
Suppress illicit traffic in habit- 
forming drugs, and be a mefcy to 
the five hundred or more addicts in 
the city, by providing a place where 
they could purchase at reasonable 
prices their allowances. He also 
said the dope could be sold by the 
city at a price much less than is 
now being charged by\ the drug 
stores and far less than addicts have 
to pay illicit dealers. The eity 
could not only pay tke salary of a 
competent physician out of the 
profits that could be made on drugs 
at even moderate prices, said Dr. 
Case, but the alinic could be put 
upon a paying basis if the city gov- 
erament so desired,

While Making Requests

London, March 25. — Mr. Lloyd- 
George anounced in the 
house of commons tonight that the 
allies wer@ proceeding to enforce 
peace terms independent of 
America. Early in the debates the 
policy of the allies had been criti- 
ctsed by former Premier Asquith. 
They were charged with being too 
hasty and with not waiting ‘or the 
co-operation of America. 

That was, strongly repudiated by 
Mr. Lloyd-George-™ 

“To have.taken advantage of the 
political deadlock in America,” the 
premier said, “in order to adminis- 
ter peace terms in a manner which 
might have been gbjectionable . 
America was nevér contemplatéd 
for a moment by the allied powers. 
We waited too Pong for Ameriza 
to take their full share of respon- 
sibilities. Delay has caused ail 
the trouble. Turkey is irritated 
by it, happily the army of occu- 
pation in Constantinople is re- 
establishing order while it cannot 
be denied that the present trou- 
ble in German is miainly -the out- 
come of a lack of unity in the 
ranks of the allies.” 

The premier said it would have 
been a blunder to have settled the 
Turkish problem without giving the 
United States the most ample op- 
portunity to decide whether it 
would accept a mandate, because 
dt would have given rise to sus- 


picions that Great Britain an‘4 
France were taking advantage of 
the political dissensions in. the 


United States to divide the whole 
of Turkey among themselves. 

“Tt was only when America def- 
nitely refused the mandate that we 
proceeded without her,” Mr. Lloyd- 
George declared. 

Propose to Oust Sultan. 

The premier said the propusal to 
oust the sultan had been rejected 
as inadequate because it left the 
question of the government of Con- 
stantinople undecided and the ab 
lies were anxious to avoid the ex- 
pense and responsibility of the ad- 
ministration of Constantinople. 

With regard to Armenia the pre- 
mier continued France would have 
been willing to hand Cilicia to the 
United States if the latter had ac- 
cepted the mandate. 

“Up to the present we have only 
received requests from America to 
protect Armenia-without any offer 
to resume responsibility” Mr. Lloyd- 
Géorge said. “We hope France will 
undertake the responsibility but it 
is much to ask considering all the 
burdens France already has.” 

The premier contended it was !m- 
possible for England to send armies 
to keep order in Armenia and Asia

ENTRY OF SENATOR 


ALTERS SITUATION | 


Presidential Preliminary 
Would Result in Battle 
of Favorite Sons If Both 
Seek Support of State. 


The possibility of the eentry of 
Governor Dorsey into the presiden- 
tial primary contest in Georgia as 
an opponent of Senator Hoke Smith 
was the general topic of specula- 
tion throughout the state yester- 
day following the publication tn 
The Constitution Thursday morning 
of a dispatch from Macon to the 
effect that the governor was giving 
serious consideration to the ques- 
tion. 

It is known that strong pressure 
was being brought tobear on him 
from every section of the state to 
induce him to enter the race. The 
governor spent the day in Houston 
and Wacon counties, speaking at 
Perry in the morning and Montésu- 
ma in the afternoon in the interest 
of the Georgia cotton bank. He 
is not expected to return to Atlan- 
ta until late Saturday. | 

Meanwhile hundreds of telegrams 
and letters _are being sent to him, 
both at thé capitol and in south 
Georgia, by Georgians who feel that, 
since Senator Hoke Smith has thrust 
himself into the situation as a “fa- 
vorite son” candidate, Georgians 
Should have the opportunity to de- 
clare themselves on that issue. 

What Is Smith’sa Idea? 

In the minds of man® the tossing 
by Senator Smith of Bis hat into 
the ring gave an entire’y new turn 
to the situation. Is the senator 
really running for president or 
seeking a test vote on the queStion 
of his re-election to the senate with 
opposition from his own state tem- 
porarily eliminated, was a question 
that was being generally asked. 

It was noted that the senator in 
his formal announcement for epresi- 
dent, which was forthcoming dur- 
ing the day, implied that he had no 
hope of being considered a serious 
factor in the San Franciscé conven- 
tion and that what he was working 
for was to captur@ the Georgia dele- 
Zation so that he might turn it 
over to his friends. Is his “proxy” 
candidacy to commit Georgia to 
Hoover or to Reed? His efforts to 
unite the partisans of bothy on him- 
self naturally gave rise to the ques- 
tion: “To whom would he throw the 
vote of the Georgia delegation?” 

Reed Versus Hoover. 
That the Reed and Hoover forces 


are opposite pokes of the Georgia 


political aggrégation has been 
taken to be almost without question. 
Senator Reed’s dismissal of Hoover 
with the declaration that he could 
not discuss anything so. “inconse- 
qffential” shows his attitude. There 
is little dOnubt that an expression 
from Mr. Hoover about the Missouri 
senator would be equally contempt- 
uous. 

It was noted that in the edition 
of Thomas E. Watson’s paper, The 
Columbia Sentinel, which reached 
Atlanta yesterday, the Thomson man 
was unsparing in his caustic crit- 
icism of Senator Smith, whom he 
characterized as doing the “leap- 
frog” act on the league of nations. 
A long let®er from Grover Edmond- 
son in the same paper urges the 
friends pt Senator Reed to stand by 
him or remain neutral in the presi- 
dential primary fight if his name is 
withdrawn. 

Those who are urging Governor 
Dorsey to enter the race declare 
Senator Smith, by thrusting himself 
into it, has made his personality and 
his record the issue. They believe 
that the senator's main purpose is 
to secure an indorsement from the 
people of Georgia with the view of 
smoothing the way for his re-elec- 
tion to the senate. 

With Senator Smith’s action in 
putting himself in the race for two 
offfices at once, they contrasted the 
position taken by Senator Oscar 
Underwood, of Alabama, who with- 
drew from the race for president be- 
cause he wished to stand for re- 
election to the United States senate. 

Just what effect the entry of 
Governor Dorsey, if he decides to 
come in, will have on the candida- 
cies of others who are running in 
the Georgiag primary in opposition 
to Senator Smith. was not apparent 
yesterday.

Despite the fact that he remained 
silent with reference “to the move 
he is contemplating, interest was at 
fever heat here throughout the gov- 
ernor’s visit. He arrived in Perry 
at 10 o’clock this morning, and 
probably the most attentive audi- 
ence that he ever addressed greeted 
him when he began his speech. 

Those who hoped that this city 
might be the scene of some impor- 
tant development in the state po- 
litical, situdtion, however, were dis- 


appointed and the govérnor contin- 
ued his attitude of “giving the mat- 
ter further consideration,” as stated 
Wednesday night in Macen. 

In his remarks on the. Cotton 
Bank and ‘Trust corporation, the 
governor gave a as concise des 
Scription of his ideas in reference 
to this institution, and these were 
enthusiastically received by his 
hearers. 

While no definite statement has 
been made, it is understood that 
Governor Dorsey is seriously con- 
sidering entering the primary, but 
it is said that he will take no ac- 
tion without giving the matter fur- 
ther deep consideration. 


Stabbed 
And ‘‘Patient’’ 
Choked to Death 


Rich Physician Lured 
Into House, Where He 
Strangled “Pa gent” .and 
Was Then Stabbed to 
Death. 


New York, March*® 25.—The body 
of Dr. Vincent J. Campisi, wealthy 
physician, and a “patient” to whose 
bedside he was hastily- summoned 
were found tonight in a tenement 
house in Brooklyn—the physfcian 


*“ stabbed to death and the “patient” 


strangled. 

The police advanced the theory 
that the physician was lured into 
the tenement for the purpose of 
robbery, and that he strangled the 
“patient” while fighting off his 
assailants and then was sta d 
by the man who lured him into e 
trap. 

The murderer apparently lost his 
nerve, the police believe, and failed 
to carry out the robbery, for a large 
smu of money and a gold watch 
were found on the physician’s body. 

Frank Ambrose, a ro er in the 
house, told the police he saw Dr. 
Campisi enter the house with an- 
other man, who seemed to be great- 
ly agitated. Shortly after the phy- 
sician arrived, Ambrose said, he 
heard the noise of breaking glass. 
A few minutes later the man who 
accompanied the physician ran from 
the place. Ambrose called a police- 
man and investigation revealed the 
bodies. 

Mrs. Dorothy. Parker, who con- 
ducts the rooming house, said the 
strangled man rented the room a 
week ago without giving his name, 
and she had .not seen him in that 
time, nor had she ever seen, she 
said, the other man described to her 
as the one who brought the phy- 
sician. 

Dr. Campisi was 35 years old, and 
married. His brother, Samuel Cam- 
pisi, said his. brother had no ene- 
mies, to his knowledge.

Barthou Says France Is 


Not Militaristic Nation. | 


She Desires No Con- 
quests, But Asks Resti- 
tution. 


Paris, March. 25.—A bitter at- 
tack upon Premier Lloyd-George of 
Britain was delivered in the cham- 
ber of deputies this afternoon by 
Jean Louis Barthou, the former 
French premier, in connection with 
the discussion of France's foreign 
policy. 

Mr. Barthou declared that the 
British: premie} was in agreement 
with the allies in the sending of 
stern notes to Germany and that 
he had been politically benefited in 
England from a vigorous policy to- 
ward Germany. However, Mr. Bar- 
thou added, “when these stern 
notes were sent to Germany they 
bore the signatures of Clemenceau 
or Billerand, while, when conces- 
sions were allowed Germany, the 
notes were signed by Mr. Lloyd- 
George. Thus France is left alone 
facing Germany, as the country 
towards whieh Germany must pre- 
pare her revenge.” 

M. Barthou said he would speak 
openly and frankly to the friends 
and allies of France. He referred 
to the -difficulties that had been 


mét by France among her friends, 
‘jand allies in the application of the 


peace treaty. 
Franee Aska Restitution. 

“France,” he declared, “cannot 
remain in a position of inferiority 
toward the other Pog nations. She 
has nothing to hide of her poll- 
cies, projects or aims. France is 
not a militaristic nation. There is 
no military dictatorship in France, 
Sne desires, no conquests, but she 
“asks restitution.” 

M. Barthou advocated the re- 
Sumption of relationg with Russia, 
Saying that all the neighboring 
countries had resumed or were pre- 
paring to resume such relations 
and that Italy’s stand along this 
line was being supported by Great 
Britain. ; 

“Great Britain knows how to de- 
fend her interest” added the ex- 
premier.

BRITAIN PROMISES 
COAL TO FRANCE. 


Paris, March 25.—In the chamber 
of deputies today Yves Le Trocquer, 
deupty minister of public works, 
announced that Great Britain had 
promised France 18,000,000 tons’ of 
coal yearly or 60 per cent of herstock 
for disposal, instead of 20 per cent 
given previously,-at a special price 
of 74 shillings a ton, instead of the 
market price of 115 or 125 shillings. 

“I cannot help mentioning the 
cordial and sympathetic welcome 
Premier Lloyd-George gave us on

Under no circumstances should 
President Wilson ask for re-elec- 
tion, Repregentative Humphreys 
said, recg ending passage of an 
amendment limiting presidential 
eligibility to one term. 

“Public advocacy by the presi- 
dent’s friends and members of his 
cabinet for his. re-election has al- 
lowed the country to believe the 
president will break the ancient 
precedent,” Mr. Humphreys declared.

meet'ng and introduced Dr. Case to 
the committee. The action of the 
committee in dedlining the proposi- 
tion was based upon the fact that 
the city hall is now so crowded 
there is no available space in which 
a drug clinic eould be installed. Ht 
was pointed out that the room in 
the basement, designated by 
Case and the board of 
suitable for the narcotic clinic, will 
have to be used as a storage place 
for city records. 

Dr. Case was speaking upon the 
authority of D. J. Gantt, federal 
prohibition law enforcement officer, 


and he pointed to the fact that a’ 


long line of addicts are now daily 
coming to the.city hall for mor- 
phine. These unfortunates are be- 
ing given their daily allowances by 
the city physician, who writes pre- 
scriptions for them under the au- 
th8rity of the federal officers. These 
prescriptions are taken to druggists 
who are authorized to fill them, and 
while the addict pays nothing for 
the prescription, he is said to be 
compelled to pay a stiff price for 
the dope at the drug store. A stiffer 
price is charged those who depend 
upon peddlers for their supplies 


}and those who patronize the illicit 


dealer in efforts to secure supple- 
mentary doses. The present regu- 
lations require all dope users to 
get their supplies from the city 
physician, and, as there are said to 
be something like five hundred of 
the unfortunates in the city, an 
extra heavy burden. falls upon the 
three city physicians, whose hands 
are already filled with other work 
among poor people and charity pa- 
tients, 
Case Outlines Plan. 
In presenting the proposition of 


the federal officials to the city 


finance committee Dr. Case outlined 


the following plan: To establish in 
the basement of the city hall a 
clinic, which, he said, could be fit- 
ted up for a cost of $500, and in 
which a competent physician could 
be employed by the city to dispense 
morphine to habitual users. By 
this means, said Dr. Case, the drug 
could be sold at such a price that 
it would attract all the addicts in 
the city to: become patrons of the 
clinic, and thus make it possible to 
sqt a line on all of them, identify 
them, and effect cures of those 
from whom the drug might safely 
be taken. The price that could be 
charged by the city, said Dr. Case, 
could be made mu€@h lower than is

Dr. Case said he had heard it 
said that Atlanta was without 
funds, but declared that he knew 
it to be a fact .that this city could 
finance any enterprise it wanted 
to. He then offered to advance the 
$500 necessary to start the clinic. 
Saying that he and D. J. Gantt 
would gladly loan the money to 
the city and await the payment. 

“We have made a study of this 
proposition,” said Dr. Case, and 
we know just how it should be 
handled, and we feel that this com- 
mittee in giving. the money neces- 
Sary for the establishment of this 
clinic would be doing much toward 
the, relief of suffering humanity 
and the, suppression of a cicious 
traffic.” 


Situation Worse. 


The statement of Dr. Case that 
there are now 500 drug addicts in 
Atlanta would indicate that condi- 
tions have grown worse within the 
last few months, as the statement 
was made a few months ago by 
Mr. Gantt that the nwamber had 
been decreased to a little moret han 
one hundred. 

The fact that dope can be pro- 
cured ,zhrough the city physician, 
the only one in thec ity authorized 
to dispense it, is thought to have 
attracted many of the unfortunates 
to Atlanta. A statement made by 
a user of morphine a few days 
ago was tot he effect that he had 
come to Atlanta because it was 
possible to get @ope from the city 
physician. 

This: does not indicate, however, 
that the city physicians are giving 
prescriptions promiscuously to 
drug users, as every care is ex- 
ercised to see that only those who 
are entitled to them are given the 
orders that will permit them to 
purchase opiates. The  prescrip- 
tions given by the city physician 
are by authority of the federal of- 
ficers.

London, March 25.—The Munster 
Anzeiger gives further details of 
the plans for a spartacan move- 
ment in the Rhine provinces on 
May 1, according to a Rotterdam 
dispatch to The London Times. It 
Says a conference attended by three 
Russian officers decided on March 
13 that the time had_ arrived to 
start a red mobilization in Ger- 
many which had been prepared up: 
to the smallest. details. 

The workers were to be armed; 
the government troops’ disarmed. 
An army was to be organized on 
the Russian plan, 100 Russian offi- 
cers having been distributed in the 
industrial provinces for the pur- 
pose. The workers, who had al- 
ready been selected as eligible for 
enlistment, wére instructed to plun- 
der the munitions stores and, di- 
rectly they were armed, to march 
on Munster. Wesel also was to be 
taken and a strong red army was 
yo guard the Rhine. A list of high 

political personages was drawn up 
to serve as hostages. 

Though the revolution was un- 
timely, the movement was carried 


out more or less acoording to plan. 
Berlin, March 25.—It is reported 


that Wesel, 32 miles northwest of 
Dusseldorf, where the government 
forces have been besieged by revo- 
lutionary working men, has been 
captured by the workers. 


120,000 SOLDIERS 
IN THE RED ARMY. 

The Hague, March 25.—Fighting | 
in.the Ruhr district of Germany, | 
where, it Was understood, a truce | 
had been agreed to, has been re-| 
sumed. according to The Telegraaf. 
Spartacist forces are nearing Wesel, 
the newspaper says, and a Muenster 
dispatch to The Rotterdam Courant 
says the red army’s strength is now 
120,000. 

Some reports from the frontier in- 
dicate that the workmen are -bom- 
barding Wesel with large caliber 
guns. The advices are conflicting, 
however, other reports declaring the 
situation is quiet. 

The semi-official Netherlands cor- 
respondence bureau states that the. 
Dutch minister of war has been in 
conference With the army leaders 
with regard to the taking of pre- 
cautions against the crossing of the 
frontier by German revolutionary 
troops or fugitives. 

According to The Handelsblad. 
the red troops in the Vicinity of 
Wesel shelled Fort Bluecher, which 
is occupied by Belgian troops. The 
Belgians protested against this ac- 
tion. A train with 70 wounded from 
Wesel is reported to have arrived 
near the Dutch frontier. 

Aldermen from the Rhine district 
have arrived in Holland to negotiate 
for food for the population there. 
They declare in interviews with the 
Dutch press that the movement of | 
the German laborers in this region | 
is not bolshevik, but includes mem-, 
bers of all the parties. They assert | 
that there is much distress from 
lack of food in*‘Dortmund and else- 
where in the district. 
AGREEMENT MADE 
WITH WORKMEN. 

Paris, March 25.—The German 
government has reached a definite 
agreement with the workmen in the 
Ruhr valley, where the general 
strike has been paralyzing industry, 
and where hostilities between sol- 
diers and workers, have been in 
progress for several days past, ac- 
cording to news reaching French 
semi-official circles today from 
Berlin. 

The basis of the agreement, 
advices state, are as follows: 

“Formation of a workmen's army, 
charged with maintaining order. 


Disarmament of the troops which 
took, part in the recent coup d'etat. 
Passage of laws for social reform 
and the carrying out of administra- 
tive reforms. Socialization of the 
mines, particularly the coal mines 
and the potash workings. Dissolu- 
tion of ‘counter revolutionary’ for- 
mations. Improvement of the food 
supply system.” 

All the majority parties are of the 
belief that a new reactionary move- 
ment is not impossible. They point 
out that General von Seecht has 
‘failed to disarm the Baltic troops, 
which are still concentrated a few 
miles from Berlin, under the com- 
mand of their former chiefs.

Macon, Ga., March 25.—(Special.) 
’teviewing the splendid achieve- 
ments of the past year in education- 
al lines throughout Georgia, out- 
lining the weaknesses in the state’s 
Sysjiem of teaching that must be 
strengthened and making a plea for 
continued and greater effort to bring 
to the preper standard all schools in 
the Empire State, M. I. Brittain, 
State Superiptendent of schools. to- 
night deliv€éred a remarkably force- 
ful “annual preseftation” before the 
Georgia Educational Association, in 
session here, 

Another interesting address 
along lines of educational develop- 


ment in this state was delivereg by 
Hon. C. J. Haden, chairman of the 
state illiteracy commission, before 
the Georgia School Teachers’ asso- 
ciation, which is also in session 
here. Mr. Haden, brought to light 
many gratifying facts with refer- 
ence to illiteracy work during the 
recent campaign in thi state. 

In Mr. Brittain’s summary of the 
past year’s achievements were fea- 
tured the compglsory attendance 
law, extension of the district bond- 
ing law, appropriations for the 
training af subnormal children, state 
aid for county high schools, author- 
ity for illiteracy-work, state aid for 
consolidation of schools and the new 
school code. 

And characterized as “last and 
best of all” is pamed the Ellers- 
Carswell Lill to make each county 
levy as much as fiwe mills and al- 
lowing any town or district to levy 
as much as five mills for schools. 

A plea for deep interest and pride 
in this bill is made in Mr. Brittain’s 
statement of prospects for future 
educational development in Georgia, 
which is immediately followed by an 
appeal for better pay for school 
teachers invorder to retain the ser- 
vices of efficient work®rs and not to 
let the training of children rest in 
the hands of incompetents.

Not 
a state in the union has exceeded 
us and few have equaled us in state 
aid: our weakness has always been 
a lack oft energy and response from 
local communities and counties, fre- 
quently fostered and encouraged by 
political demagogues under the pre- 
tense of -friendliness to education. 

“The most important of all*our 
laws secured last summer is the 
Elders-Carswell bill. While it has 
been passed by the legislature, since 
it is a constitutional amendment, 
it cannot become law aintil it is 
voted for by the people at the next 
general election in November. “This 
measure will give Georgia the right 
the state has never had before, 
namely, to call itself in reality a 
public school state, at least through 
the elementary grades. 

“Another 1919 law that reflects 
credit upon the legislature is that 
for teaching the illiterates. Our 
records show that we have since 
last August formed 1,985 classes, en- 
rolled 28,018 illiterates and taught 
to read and write 11,535. This work 
has been particularly gratifying. 

What of the Future? 

“But what of fhe future? We 
must hold what we have. There 
Should be no possibility of any 
weakening of tiie compulsory at- 
tendance law. I wish we might 
strengthen it as one state has al- 
ready. done, by requirfng every boy 
up to 16 to either be in schoo! or at 
work. I ask now that this associa- 
tion create a new department for 
compulsory attendance officers so 
that we can have reports from all at 
our meetig next year. 

“{ think the Elders-Carswell bill 
is safe so far as the legislature is 
concerned, but the pressing duty be- 
fore us is to, see that there is no 
doubt about its ratification by the 
people at the next general. election. 
This law will affect every city, town 
an-l county in Georgia, in that it 
will give legal authority for in- 
creased funds and stop the excuse 
as to illegality in proposing larger 
salartes. Surely no teacher will be 
so blind to her own, or the welfare 
of the state, as to be neutral or in- 
different between this and next No- 
vembDer. Patriotism. alone should 
make us take deep interest in a 
measure that so seriously affects the 
wellare of this commonwealth. 

“li the laws had permitted, many 
towns and counties would have 
giadly increased salaries of their 
teuchers, rather than let many of 
the most efficient enter commer- 
cial life, leaving their places to be 
tilf—d by hundreds and thousands 
untrained and intompetent for the 
tusk, (It might as well be ac- 
knowléedged that not every teacher 
is worth a good salary, but cer- 
tainly every child is entitled to a 
BOovd teacher.) Even more will re- 
tire or change their work if we do 
not give them a living wage and we 
Shall find the mere accurate term 
tv be the ‘procession’! instead of 
the ‘profession’ of teaching.

“Free school books should be 
placed in the hands of every Georgia 
boy and girl... We have had a per- 
missive) law for several years, but 
only a few localities take advan- 
tage of it. Our boards of educa- 
tion for the most part do not ap- 
pear to desire free books. They 
have been urged to begin even ina 
smiall way, but will not do so unless 
especialiy required id furnished 
With tunds for the purpose. 

“{ wish we had what might’ be 
called an ‘opportunity school’ open 
for twelve months in the year at 
some central point in this state 
where every boy or girl might be 
taught a trade—any trade and every 
trade possible. Such an institution 
as would have no bar in the way of 
rigid entrance requirements, but 
would admit as many as possible 
cf the “JY per cent who cannot go to 
college and want te become ma- 
chinists, woodworkers, printers— 
prcaucers of any kind for the com- 
mon good. Much of the teaching 
expense of such a school could be 
met from our vocational funds, if 
through state, municipal or indi- 
vidual generosity, a hundred thou- 
sand dcllars could be secured with 
which to begin the house and 
grounds .

It is upon them 
must devolve the task of formulat- 
ing a policy in the presence of the 
newest German revolution, but at 
no moment since the war broke 
have:.the three nations been ag sep- 
arated by new as well as-old rival- 
ries and jealousies and by totally 
conflicting national interests, 

In the present situation, British 
policy is obvious. A strong Ger- 
many has no terrors for’ Britain, 
now that the German wae fleet has 
been destroyed, the commercial 
fleet seized and the German colonies 
are in British hands. British in- 
terest would thus be best served by 
the restoration of order in Germany 


and by a measureable success of the, 


conservative elements. Had Kapp 
been succegsful, he would have en- 
listed quite as much British sym- 
pathy as -have Korniloff, Denikine 
and Kolchak:in the case of Russia. 


Would Be Good Customer. 


In an economically restored Ger- ; 


many the British would find their 
best customer now, asain the past, 
while'a decisive defeat for the so- 
elements would, on the 
whole, fajl in best with the views 
of those now ruling Hngland. But 
all restoration in Germany is con- 
ditioned on a degree of economic 
assistance from without and not 
impossibly upon a drastic modifica- 
tion of the terms of the treaty of 
Versailles. Such modification could 
only be obtained at the expense of 
France and Poland and would nat- 
urally take the form of a reduction 
of the-sums to be paid by Germany 
to France in the shape of repara- 
tions and of a similar reduction of 
the territorial claims of both France 
and Poland, notably in the Sarre 
basin and in Upper Silesia. Added to 
this might be a demand for a sur- 
render by France of the right of 
veto, preventing Austria from join- 
ing with Germany. 

Italy’s policy is not less patently 
predicated upon self-interest. Italy 
has acquired by the peace settle- 
ments all of her old Irregenta, the 
erest of the Alps at the Brenner 
pass, which she never claimed 
openly. 

The collapse of the Hapsburg 
monarchy has removed her heredi- 
tary enemy and if her dispute with 
the Jugo-Slave remains unsettled, 
she ean afford to wait a more favor- 
able moment for final adjudication. 
Italian policy now seeks to avoid 
a reconstitution of Austria-Hun- 
gary, which would revive old dan- 
gers, therefore the fusion between 
Austria and Germany is approved 
by her. She seeks to reduce the 
Slav influence in Europe, which is 
a bond of sympathy between her- 
self and Germany, whose Polish and 
Czech neighbors are equally hateful 
to the German. 

Thus Italy can well see the resto- 
ration of Germany without misBpiv- 
ings. A common anti-Slav policy 
will unite both. Beyond this, Italy 
is seeking desperately to counter 
the influence temporarily gained by 
France on the,conftinent as a result 
of the collapse’ of Germany. To 
this end she is ‘constructing. an al- 
liance of the Hungarians, Ruma- 
nians and Buigarians, to balance the 
alliance of France and the “three 
Slav states of Poland, Czecho-Slo- 
vakia and Jugo-Slavia. Instinctive- 
ly the Italian and Frenchmen are 
rivals and recent events have ac- 
centuated the old bitterness. 

France Left Out. 

It results, therefore, that Britain 
and Italy, each serving its own le- 
gitimate but not less manifest na- 
tional self-interest, will agree in all 
undertakings designed to restore 
Germany and specifically in all ef- 
forts to modify the treaty of Ver- 
sailles to this end. But the French 
on the contrary have not gained the 
security as a result of the war 
which the British gained by the 
destruction of the German fleet and 
the annexation of the German col- 
onies, Or the ‘Italians acquired‘as a 
result of the recognition of their 
demands to carry their frontiers to 


the summit of the Alps. Moreover, 
while neither Italy nor Great Brit- 
ain has any material claim upon 
Germany for reparation, the French 
claims are enormous and if they are 
not honored the repudiation may 
prove the prelude to French bank- 
ruptcy. 

France thus sees her recent, Al- 
lies now becoming the champions 
of her traditional enemy. She 
realized that the British and the 
Italians, Rave derived far greater 
security than has she from the war. 
absolute security in fact, and are 
now joining in a demand that Ger- 
many be made more powerful by 
the addition of German Austria, 
while France and her necessary al- 
ly Poland are made weaker both 
on the financial and the territoria! 
side, through eoncession demanded 
in the name of European stability 
and genera] economic reorganiza- 
tion. 

Now the French answer to such 
demands is not doubtful. France 
demands that the treaty be: pre- 


served, as it was written, France 
demands that it be applied in its 
full and exact provisions. France 
demands that German payments in 
coal and in money be made as 
they were agreed upon and Il‘rance 
rejects the Anglo-Italian pro- 
gramme which seeks to restore 
Germany at the expense of France 
and of Poland. Here, then, in a 
clear break between national poli- 
cies and, what is even more import- 
ant, between national interests. 

America, naturally more open to 
British than to French opinion, as 
a result of the common language, 
has for many months been filled 
with the various expression of the 
British view, of which the Keynes 
book was one example of uncon- 
scious but not less potent proga- 
ganda. But the French view has 
been very little explained and, as 
a result very little understood. 
There has been a tendency to see 
in the French position a deliberate 
purpose to prevent German re- 
habilitation and to insist uopn con- 
tinued plunder of defenseless Ger- 
many. 

Gives New Opportunity. 

Yet the truth is quite otherwise 
what the French have objected to, 
what the British have advocated 
and the Italians have approved of, 
is not merely the rehabilitation of 
Germany, but the restoration of 
Germany at the expense of France 
and without cost to themselves, 
that is to the British and the Ital- 
ians. Had the United States sen- 
ate approved the treaty of peace 
nothing is more certain that Brit- 
ish influences would have promptly 
sought to enlist American aid to 
compel France to make precisely 
these concessions, which the French 
have, so far, resolutely declined to 
make. 

Now the German revolution has 
given new opportunity for the urg- 
ing of these Anglo-Italian policies 
and there is every evidence that 
new disputes and fresh difficulties 
are in sight. Yet. whatever else 
may be the American view, it Is 
at least essential to perceive that 
Frahce, with more dead in the war 
than Italy and Britain combined, 
with far greater losses due to 
enemy destruction, now finds’ her- 
self called upon by her recent al- 
lies. both of whom have obtained 
their maximum of security and 
profit out of the common victory to 
surrender material circumstances 
in her far less decisive gains to 
an undertaking sure to be of profit 
to Britain and Italy but not less 
certain to lessen French indemnity 
and perhaps abolish French se- 
curity. 

French resistance to Anglo- Ital- 
ian pressure will be the more de- 
termined because the present 
French ministry, far more than the 
British or the Italian, possesses a 
national mandate for its policy. In- 
deed the suspicion that the Miler- 
and cabinet was planning to. make 
concessions would bring it down in- 
stantly, while its advocacy of na- 
tional interets, its defense of what 
the whole nation regards-as French 
rights, will fortify its position in 
a parliament in which there is no 
real minority, so far as interna- 
tional issues arec oncerned. Not 
even in the great crises of the 
war was . France more united or 
more determined than today, when 
she feels herself in the presence of 
new dangers, 
the legitimate fruits of the victory 
won at such terrible cost are being 
snatched from her hands.

He discloses its romantic 
fervor in his playing of the second 
portion of the work and the famous 
cadonza is a veritable cascade of 
shimmering tone out of which the 
immortal melody*flows once more, 
like a tranqnil stream, but this 
time heard softly like a whisered 
avowal of love. So exquisite it is 
that one: instinctively closes the 
eyes that he may hear better. Per- 
haps Liszt played it lake that. We 
are told that the great composer 
always profoundly moved his au- 
dience wih he’ famous work.

GOUNTY TEACHERS 
GET SALARY RAISE 


Fulton County Board of 
Education Votes 15 Per 
Cent Increase in Pay to 
Grade Teachers and 
Principals. 


A new schedwe of salaries, which 
will give the grade teachers and 
Mprincipals in the county system an 
increase of 15 per cent, effective at 
the beginning of the fall term, gras 
passed Thursday afternoon by the 
Fulton county board of education. 

The substantial increase voted the 
teachers will mean the expenditure 
of an addifional $10,000 for the sal- 
aries for grade teachers and prin- 
cipals. The matter of a scale of 
salaries for high school teachers was 
referred to the teachers’ committee 
and Superintendent J. W. Simmons 
for a report to the board at its 
next meeting. ‘ 

The schedule as passed provides 
that the teachers be divided into 
two groups, A and B. That in both 
groups the teachers will receive four 
yearly increases of $5.00 per month. 
In cases where the teacher teaches 
more than one class, she will re- 
ceive an additional $2.50 per month. 
The basis for placing the teachers 
in the two groups was referred to 
the teachers’ committee and the 
superintendent for a report. 

Under the new schedule the mini- 
mum salary in group A is $65.00. 
The maximum salary in that group 
is $85.00 if the teacher teaches one 
grade; $87.50 in cases where she 
teaches two classes; $90.00 in cases 
where she teaches three grades, of 
claf®es: In group B the mimimum 
will be $50.00 per month and the 
maximum in cases where a teacher 
teaches three classes will be $70.00 
per month. 

The principal of a one teacher 
school will receive $100.00 per month 
with an increase of $5.00 per month 
for each additional teacher. 

The present scale, which became 
effective the first of the year and 
was an increase of practically 15 
per cent over the rormer Salary, is 
a minimum of $50 and a maximum 
of $77.90 per month. 

The saldry of the negro teachers 
was increased $5.00 per month. 

In discussing increase of salary 
and increased expenses, it was 
brought out that in 1917 the mini- 
mum salary paid grade teachers 
was $50.00 per month and the maxie 
mura salary $60.00 per month. 

The ptesent scale is costing the 
county $66,000 per year, while the 
new scale will cost $76,000.

At 2:30 p. m. the convention of 
the Georgia Equal Suffrage party 
will be called to order and final 
reports read and the organization 
disbanded to give way for the new 
league, 

At 3 p. m. the convention of the 
Women Voters, and delegates from 
order and a plan for a league of 
women voters will be presented. 

On Saturday at 11 a. m. Miss 
Della Dortch, director of the third 
region in the National League of 
Women Voters, and delegates from 
five states within the region will 
meet the Atlanta women. This ses- 
sion of the convention will last un- 
til adjournment in time for the 
luncheon at the Capital City club. 

The new league will be organized 
along the lines of the national 
league. Directors will be elected 
and they will, from thelr vwn nums- 
ber. select the officers of the as- 
sociation. “The board of directors 
will form a governing body and 
will carry out the policy of the 
league as laid down by the conven- 
tion.

LEARN TO LIFT. 
Lifting is an art. Frequently 
one hears Of a very tiny person who 
has lifted her patient with utter 


ease for him and without injury to 
herself, On the other hand, a strong 
man who does not understand how 
to lift a helpless person may make 
a decided fizzie of it. 

To move a heavy person in bed 
the nurse puts her right hand and 
arm obliquely under the patient’s 
back, the patient's shoulder resting 
in the hollow of her own. Then by 
reaching across the patent she 
places her left hand well under his 
other shoulder. The upper half of 
his body can now be lifted gently 
and evenly to a fresh place in the 
bed. Now the right hand and arm 
are slipped under the lower part of 
the body, the left hand almost 
meeting it under the back, the 
nurse can swing the patient into 
position where she will. 

If. the patient slips down in bed 
he can sometimes render some as- 
sistance by clasping the nurse 
about the ne¢tk while she lifts under 
his shoulders. In the same way 
support should be given with the 
left arm when raising the patient 
to adjust his pillows. The head be- 
ing allowed to rest against- the 
nurse’s shoulder while she supports 
his back with her,hand. The other 
hand is used to place the pillows.

Washington, March 25.—Investi- 
gation just concluded by the .)u- 
reau of farm management of the 
department of agriculture shows 
that at a price based on @ “bulk- 
line” cost of 28 cents per pound lint 
85 per cent of. the cotton grown in 
1918 on 842 farms from which cost 
figures were obtained would have 
produced a profit. Sixty-six per cent 
of the farms concerned would have 
made money, the department said. 
Ata price based on the average cost 
of production, which the department 
figured at 23 cents per pound, only 
351 of the 842 farms, or 41.7 per 
cent, would’ have made a profit, it 
was stated. 

_ The “bulk line,” it was explained, 
marks the point on a scale of costs 
about which the price of a com- 
modity must hang if an adequate 


number of producers are to be Kept 
in the business. In the case of the} 
191$ crop the price actually ob-/| 
tained coincided with the bulk line, | 
the farmers receiving about 29) 
cents for the product. 

The farms on which the experi- | 
ment was conducted are’ located in| 
Alabama. Georgia, 
and Texas. 

The net cost of production, it was 
found, ranged from 8 cents to $1.07 | 
per pound, only three farms, total- | 
ing 35 acres, producing at the min- | 
imum cost: 22 showing less than 14 | 
cents, while more than 50 ranged 
from 50 cents to $1.07.

again on the advance. With fre- 
quent interruptions due to raiding 
tactics of the bear element in the 
market, this advance continued up 
te the close, final quotations in a 
majority of cases being materially 
above those of the day before. 
But the character of the dealings 
in the stock market was unchanged. 
Professional operations made up the 
greater part of the day’s turnover. 
There was plain évidence also of

pairment of legitimate business, 
according to reports. Despite ef- 
forts to liquidate large speculative 
business loans, little progress has 
been made thus far. Bankers point 
out that the paying off of this kind 
of loans will be slow.

The report in detail follows: 

“Wholesale dry goods dealers report a 
more conservative buying for future ship- 
ments. The supply is short and transpor- 
tation facilities are still causing a con- 
siderable delay. While manufacturers will 
not admit a decrease in prices soon in 
these lines, it is apparent that certain large 
dealers believe that this reduction must 
come. Retail dealers in some instances are 
refusing to pay the prices asked in certain 
lines. Some authorities believe these con- 
ditions will gradually spread and that this 
will have a tendency to reduce the price 
in these lines. Collections in these lines 
are reported as good, but they are some- 
what slower than those of the previous 
week, Retail dealers in dry goods and al- 


collections are fair. However, there is still 
conservatism in buying. 

“Fertilizer dealers say there is a good 
demand for these materials; with the sup- 
Ply limited and collections slower than 
at the same time the previous year, which 
is said to be caused perhaps by the general 
conditions of the country roads, which has 
impeded the delivery to farms of this prod- 
uct. Large shoe dealers report an increase 
vol- 
ume over last year, which they claim is 
probably 50 per cent In money volume. Col- 
lections in these lines are somewhat back- 
ward, but are generally satisfactory. These 
dealers are not inclined to look for any im- 
mediate relief in transportation facilities, 
which they claim are materially affecting 
their business. 

“Dealers in produce report & serious 
shortage in Florida vegetables, caused pri- 
marily by shipments being tied up. This 
has caused ‘prices in these lines to go even 
higher. Hardware trade is very active and 
the demand far exceeds the supply and ma- 
terlals are high. Building continues active 
and permits will no doubt reach a new high 
level. Banks report money fairly active, 
with prevatling rates 6 to 7 per cent.

DIXIE PRESBYTERIANS

Chattanooga, Tenn., March 25.— 
The Southern Presbyterian church 
will spend $116,200 among the In- 
dians of the south and southwest 
during the year 1920-21, it was an- 
nounced here today by Dr. Homer 
McMillan, secretary of the commit- 
tee on home missions, following a 
meeting of the campaign’ commit- 
tee of the Presbyterian progressive 
program, of which he is chairman. 

Qklahoma Presbyterian college, at 
Durant, is the most prominent In- 
dian mission work of the ehurch, 
and this institution will receive 
$100,000. Much other work will be 
done in the Indian prebytery of 
Oklahoma, in which are located 
twenty churches. 

Foreign-speaking people in the 
south will receive $80,400, Dr. Me- 
Millan stated. The church will main- 
tain thirty-eight missionaries, 
preaching and ministering to ten 
foreign nationalities. One of the 
most prominent features of this 
work is the Italian mission, at En- 
sley, Ala., which will receive $10,- 
000 of the amount. 

An amount equal to that spent 
among the foreign-speaking people 
of the south will-be used for colored 
evangelization work. Stillman in- 
stitute, at Tuscaloosa, Ala., will re- 
ceive $20,000. A negro girls’ school 
will be established at Richmond 
with an initial appropriation of
